Courts Asked

More than 500 township, police 
and city courts of California 
with jurisdictions below that of 
the Superior Court arc falling 
to give the people the type 
service demanded In a modern, 
growing state, and possible no 
under a unified system of Coun­ 
ty Courts.

This is the gist of the annual 
report of the Committee on 
County Courts filed today with 
the State Bar of California. Be- 

the committee's .County 
Court Plan is presented to- the 
Legislature, it will be debated 
at the convention of the State 
Bar of California in Coronado 
Sept. 24-28. At that time pro­ 
ponents and opponents will ana­ 
lyze the constitutional amend­ 
ment proposed by the Commit­ 
tee with the view to making it 

sound and practical as pos­ 
sible.

This Is not a problem that 
any one community can solve 
It Is the problem or the entire 
West Basin. Along that line it 
Is interesting to read what W 
C. Mendcnhall in Water Supply 
Paper No. 139 of the United 
States Geological Survey wrote 
some time ago. He said:

"In general each well In the 
coastal plain (West Basin) 
whether flowing or pumped, af 
fects every other well in the 
same region. All drain from a 
common source.

"This fact of Interdependence 
may mean that users of under 
ground waters in the coasta 
plain region are rivals. It should 
mean that they have a common 
Interest in preventing waste 
and conserving their supplies."
